nearly 5 ,000 Americans last nig ht 
what he tho ug ht o f their financiers 
their president, their mo v ie co lo n­ 
ies, 
their 
co nstitutio n 
and 
their 
statue o f liberty . 
All but six perso ns In the cro wd 
that packed the diamo nd ho rsesho e, 
the bo x es and the six tiers o f seats 
in the immense red and g o ld Met­ 
ro po litan 
o pera 
ho use 
remained 
thro ug h the who le ho ur and a half 
o f the caustic address. 
Ev ery few minutes they interrupt­ 
ed the Irish wit and dramatist with 
bursts o f applause o r laug hter— 
and when Shaw said so mething he 
co nsidered funny o r Impo rtant and 
there was no audience respo nse he 
frankly asked why . 
Plain clo thes detectiv es in g reat 
number were o n hand in case o f 
any 
unfav o rable 
demo nstratio n— 
but there was no need fo r them. 
The cro wd, the majo rity in silks, 
satin, ermine and ev ening clo thes, 
to o k Shawl’s remarks in g o o d hum­ 
o r. 
The finaciers o f America he call­ 
ed "9 5 per cent lunatics.” 
Ho lly wo o d he said, is “ o ne o f 
the mo st immo ral places in the 
wo rld,” because, he said, it pro mul­ 
g ates anarchy . 
The American co nstitutio n he call­ 
ed "a charter o f anarchy .” 
The statue o f liberty , to the Brit­ 
isher, Is a "mo nstro us Ido l,” and o n 
it, he said, sho uld hang the in­ 
scriptio n: 
“ Abando n ho pe all y e who en­ 
ter here.” 
The "100 per cent American,” he 
said was "no thing but wind.” 
He g rinned as he repeated o ne 
o f 
his 
fav o rite 
remarks—that 
"Franklin D. Ro o sev elt was elected 
because by happy chance he g o t 
pho to g raphed with a baby .” 
To this he added that: 
"Franklin Ro o sev elt is appealing 
to y o u to g et rid o f y o ur co nstitu­ 
tio n.” 
American "electio n meeting s” he 
branded as "scandalo us, disg usting 
spectacles.” 
He said capitalism in America 
had "bro ken do wn,” and be charg ed 
financiers with "running the co un­ 
try into the ditch.” 
“ Yo ur farmers are enslav ed. In 
bankruptcy and in armed rev o lt,” 
he declared. 
While 
so me 
o f the 
audience 
laug hed 
and 
the 
rest 
applauded, 
Shaw said America had "achiev ed 
the salv atio n o f Euro pe.” and he 
called it this natio n’s g reatest co n­ 
tributio n to Euro pe. 
“ Yo u helped establish co mmun­ 
ism in Russia,” he added. 
As he sto o d fo r 90 minutes in o ne 
spo t rambling fro m Ho lly wo o d to 
Russia, to Washing to n and o ccas­ 
io nally o v er to Lo ndo n, he tug g ed 
o ccasio nally 
at his 
white 
beard, 
fumbled in the po ckets o f his busi­ 
ness suit fo r no tes, o r fo lded his 
arms and talked directly to a man 
in the first ro w. 
He splattered his talk with Amer­ 
ican idio ms and American slang . 
Behind- him, o ne o n each side, 
were Tho mas Lament, a member 
o f the firm o f J. P. Mo rg an & Co ., 
and Jackso n Rey no lds, president o f 
the First Natio nal Bank, who help­ 
ed set up the bank o f internatio nal 
settlements. 
Much o f Shaw's talk was aimed 
at 
bankers 
and 
financiers, 
and 
while he called mc« t o f them "lun­ 
atics,” Lamo nt and Rey no lds lo o k­ 
ed at each o ther and smiled. 
He beg an by say ing he felt "an 
Irresistible temptatio n to sing ” be­ 
cause o f his surro unding s. 
Near the end o f his address he 
said he bad co me to the o pera 
ho use "firmly reso lv ed that no t a 
wo rd 
sho uld 
pass 
his 
Ups 
that 
wo uld 
o ffend in 
the 
slig htest 
a 
sing le American.” 
This bro ug ht a ro ll o f laug hter 
fro m balco nies and o rchestra alike. 
As be co ncluded, he mentio ned 
that he was nearing the end o f 
his life, and added: 
"It will cheer y o u to hear that 
there wo n’t be much mo re o f i t ” 
He bro ug ht a ro und o f applausa 
when he said: 
"Po ssibly America can sav e the 
g reat human race y et.” 
In the nex t breath he added: 
"Haa America the entrails to do 
the jo b—if I were in Eng land I 
w'o uld say 'g uts’? 
Of American po litical leaders he 
said: 
"Yo u ho pe fo r a g reat deal fro m 
Mr. Franklin Ro o sev lt. Yo u will g et 
no thing fro m him. In his fo ur y ears, 
if he has to g o o n under the co n­ 
stitutio n with the usual ro tten co n­ 
g ress and all the rest o f it. he 
will inev itably be as g reat a dis­ 
appo intment as Mr. Ho o v er. 
"In the meantime, Mr. Ho o v er 
will hav e g o ne back into practical 
business 
life 
where 
thing s 
are 
meant to be do ne and he will he 
disco v ered ag ain to be a perfectly 
successful man.” 
In bis discussio n o f "100 per cent 
Americans,” he said: 
"Ev en to this day It is easier 
than it o ug ht to be fo r me to g et 
a rise o ut o f an American by tell­ 
ing him so mething abo ut himself 
which is equally true abo ut ev ery 
human being o n the face o f the | 
earth x x x .” 
Of the American co nstitutio n he 
said: 
"It was a g uarantee to a who le 
natio n that they nev er co uld be 
g o v erned at all. And that is ex act­ 
ly what they wanted.” 
He said the American C(feg ress 


is 
so 
"wonderfully 
divided” 
t h a t ; 
"when you sent in one body of 
men to govern the country x x x 
you sent another body of men into 
the same body to prevent their do- ’ 
Ing i t ” 
Hollywood, 
which 
he 
recently 
visited, he said was not immoral 
In the sense of "ladles’ sk irts o r , 
stockings 
or 
something 
of 
that * 
kind.” 
Sex appeal he described as "very 
important” and "really educational." 
"The real thing with which y o u; 
are corrupting the world,” he went 
on, "is the anarchism of Hollywood. 
X X X when will we see a film 
issuing from Hollywood in which ‘ 
the hero, instead of socking the 
gentleman in the jaw, does the civ-1 
llized thing 
and calls the police- ■ 
man?’^

Gasps came from the audience,: 
most of them 
members 
of 
the 
Academy of Political Science, when 
he said that that body is going to ■ 
"Smash the American constitution” i 
and create a new one. 
1 
The American, he said, will go t o ' 
hear 
anyone w*ho is going to do i 
some talking, and, as an ex ample, 
he chldded his audience for spend-' 
ing "enormous sums” to get Into 
the opera house "when you didn’t 
even 
know what I was going to 
talk about.” 
He 
called himself "probably the 
only o ne in the world who has hope* 
in America in spite of all her fol­ 
lies of the past.” 
"America may take the lead and i 
save the world,” he repeated. The 
audience was silent. 
"You don't seem to 
feel 
very 
sanguine about it,” Shaw said, look­ 
ing down into the orchestra pit. 
And then, while the audience ap­ 
plauded, he turned his caustic com-| 
ments on economic leaders. 
‘ 
"Every stock broker, banker and 
financier—they’re 95 per cent lun­ 
atics,” be said, "and in their hands 
you leave the fate of your country.”

He 
called 
Montague 
Norman, 
head of the Bank of England, the

ded, Norman had admitted "I don’t
